A CAMPAIGN to create 100 new 
apprentices in 100 days is making 
'fantastic' progress, organisers have 
said. 

The Yellow Advertiser launched 
its second annual campaign to 
encourage local school and college 
leavers into apprenticeships earlier 
this summer. 

The scheme is jointly run with 
Basildon apprenticeship organisa¬ 
tion LifeSkills. 

The organisation is particularly 
keen to hear from school leavers 
looking for an alternative to col¬ 
lege, and companies to offer places. 

LifeSkills' operations director 


Leon Bemasconi said: “I was over 
the moon with the results from the 
last campaign we did with the Yellow 
Advertiser and think that the timing 
of this is fantastic for any school- 
leavers that have not remained in 
sixth form or started at college. 

“This sort of campaign really 
gives local people a greater under¬ 
standing of the options available to 
teenagers and can have a signifi¬ 
cant effect on local employment 
statistics.” 

Basildon Council announced 
soon after the 2014 launch that it 
would support the campaign for a 
second year - and Southend and 
Castle Point councils have both 
now confirmed they too are back¬ 
ing the scheme. 


Both organisations are liaising 
with LifeSkills about how they can 
best help the campaign, which not 
only urges young people to consid¬ 
er apprenticeships as an alternative 
to traditional higher education, but 
also calls on local businesses to 
create apprentice positions. 

Last year we exceeded our target 
by almost 50 per cent. 

With support from Basildon 
Council, we spurred 71 local compa¬ 
nies to create 101 new positions in 
the Basildon area and recruited 144 
young people into apprenticeships. 

After seeing the YA's front page 
launch in April 2013, then council 
leader Tony Ball ordered officers to 
help in any way they could. 

The authority introduced 


LifeSkills to local companies and 
created 17 new apprenticeship 
positions of its own. 

LifeSkills asked the YA to re-run 
the campaign in 2014, following 
the massive success. 

The campaign will aim to recruit 
16 to 18 year olds into sectors 
including business admin, hospital¬ 
ity, customer service, retail and 
warehousing. 

LifeSkills is particularly success¬ 
ful at helping young people to qual¬ 
ify and find work, with 98 per cent 
of apprentices remaining employed 
after completing their courses, 
most with their original employers.

Union launches strike over pay 


MEMBERS of Southend Unison 
have launched a second wave of 
strike action over pay. 

The organisation called on their 
members on Wednesday, August 20, 
at Southend civic offices, to strike on 
Tuesday, October 14, to oppose a one 
per cent pay offer. 

Council and school staff took 
industrial action in July this year to 
oppose the low pay rise. 

Unison believe the government and 
employers should come to the nego¬ 
tiating table to discuss a decent pay 


rise for the workforce, which 
includes low-paid and part time 
employees. 

Some local government staff are 
nearly 20 per cent worse off than 
they were at the start of the recession 
because of years of low and frozen 
pay, while inflation has increased. 

The autumn strikes called 'Locked 
Out' could also see NHS staff joining 
the action due to an offer by the med¬ 
ical organisation which would see 
many staff getting a zero rise. 

Unison branch secretary, Claire 


Wormald, said members feel they are 
locked out of any benefits from the 
recovery in the British economy. 

She said: “We have paid a high 
price in jobs and in our standards of 
living in the last five years, but we 
are getting nothing back. If there's 
more growth and wealth in the coun¬ 
try, isn't it time working people saw 
some of that come our way? 

“Staff at Southend Council, at 
South Essex Homes and in our 
schools don't want to have to strike, 
but there is no choice when the gov¬ 


ernment seems hell bent on cutting 
our pay while the fat cats get richer 
and MPs feather their own nests. 

“Some of our members face real 
hardship in paying the bills and feed¬ 
ing their families. No one should 
have to put up with poverty pay and 
it's no way to run public services. 

“We are asking members to come 
out on strike again in October to 
show our employers that they have to 
get back to the negotiating table and 
they have to listen to ordinary peo¬ 
ple.”

When they got there the 140 
year old clubhouse was 75 per 
cent alight and they used three 
main jets to put the fire out by 
1.43am. 

Incident commander and 
station officer Steve Parker said 
the fire started inside the iconic 
building that is situated on the 
side of the cliffs on Southend 
seafront. 

Mr Parker said: “A total of 30 
fire fighters tackled the blaze into 
the early hours of the morning 
and the aerial platform was used 
to pour water at height on the 
burning structure. 

“The building has been 
completely destroyed by the fire.”

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Industry boom 
predicted as 
airport action 
plan closes

PLANS to generate more 
than 6,000 jobs in the area 
around Southend Airport are 
hitting the final round of con¬ 
sultation. 

People in both the Rochford 
and Southend areas only have 
until the last week of 
September to fill out consulta¬ 
tions about the Joint Area 
Action Plan (JAAP) that could 
see industry boom in the area. 

The plan includes develop¬ 
ing the airport and new busi¬ 
ness parks, which together 
will create thousands of jobs. 

It will also include improve¬ 
ments to traffic systems 
around Southend. 

The final stage of the consul¬ 
tation aims to ensure that any¬ 
one who commented on the 
plan at the previous stage has an 
opportunity to consider whether 
the proposed modification dealt 
with their concerns. 

Rochford District Council's 
portfolio holder responsible 
for planning, councillor Ian 


Ward said the consultation sur¬ 
rounding the JAAP is crucial 
because it ensures people's 
opinions are taken into 
account. 

Mr Ward said: “These opin¬ 
ions have been sought at every 
stage of the process, and now 
we are asking people to tell us 
what they think of government 
inspector's suggested amend¬ 
ments. 

“The premise of the JAAP 
is that we need to make the 
most of the opportunities pre¬ 
sented by the regeneration of 
London Southend Airport, in 
the interests of local residents 
and businesses. 

“The plan has already helped 
us secure funding through the 
South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership for major road 
improvements that will benefit 
both Southend Borough and 
Rochford District.” 

Southend councillor for reg¬ 
ulatory control, Mike 
Assenheim, said developing 
the area around the airport is 
critical to plans to boost the 
economies of Southend and 


Rochford by attracting invest¬ 
ment and jobs to the area. 

He said: “We're determined 
to make sure that our propos¬ 
als are the best possible fit for 
Southend and Rochford which 
is why we've listened carefully 
to the views of the residents, 
business and community 
groups who have already taken 
part in the consultation to date. 

“As a result of the consulta¬ 
tion, several changes have 
been made to the plan. We 
now want to know if these 
changes have addressed the 
issues people have raised. 

“These will be taken into 
account before the inspector 
issues his final report on the 
plan.” The schedule of modifi¬ 
cations is available to view by 
visiting www.rochford.gov.uk 
or www.southend.gov.uk at 
council offices or in local 
libraries.

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Police seek man 


in train 
incident 

A MAN was left with a bloody nose after he was 
headbutted on a train heading towards Southend 
Victoria train station. 

Police have released CCTV footage of a man they 
want to talk to in connection with the assault which 
happened on the 11.52pm train from London 
Liverpool Street, on Friday, July 18.

“We are now working hard to catch the individual 
responsible for this assault and welcome any assis¬ 
tance from the public.”

Burglaries 

decrease 

HOUSE burglaries in Essex have dropped by 
10 per cent. 

Essex Police said the drop was thanks to 
Operation Insight - a scheme designed to pro¬ 
tect vulnerable houses and deter crooks. 

The force released figures for the 10- 
months the scheme has been in force, com¬ 
pared to the same 10-month period a year ear¬ 
lier. 

Between October 2013 and July 2014 there 
were 6,104 burglaries reported across the 
county, compared to 6,766 between October 
2012 and July 2013. 

The reduction amounts to 9.8 per cent. 

Operation Insight uses police knowledge of 
burglars' tactics, known as 'optimal foraging', 
which means they tend to operate in areas 
they know very well and where they have 
committed successful burglaries in the past. 

Police use intelligence about local crooks, 
as well as local crime reports, to make sure 
there is a higher police presence in at-risk 
areas. 

Officers patrol the areas by foot and by car, 
stopping known offenders, carrying out stop- 
and-search operations and submitting intelli¬ 
gence reports. 

They also visit homes close to recently-bur¬ 
gled properties to offer security advice and 
arrange for crime prevention officers or local 
handy man schemes to beef up home security. 

Chief Constable Stephen Kavanagh said: 
“These figures are excellent news and high¬ 
light the importance of Operation Insight in 
helping to reduce burglaries and the number 
of victims of crime in Essex.” 

Police Commissioner Nick Alston (Con) 
added: “We need our police force to be at the 
cutting edge of professional policing tech¬ 
niques. Operation Insight is a great example 
of Essex Police combining science and local 
experience to reduce burglaries across our 
country and keep our communities safe.”

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Counting the cost of closure

THE closure of one of 
Southend's most popular 
beaches over the start of the 
summer season cost taxpay¬ 
ers £26,716. 

Shoebury, East Beach was 
closed down on Thursday, 
May 1, just before the bank 
holiday weekend, due to 
unexploded ordnance wash¬ 
ing up on the shores. 

Fears were raised the 
bombs may be a danger to 
the public by the council 
who consulted the Ministry 
of Defence (MOD) and the 
Maritime and Coastguard 
Agency 

Following a brief consul¬ 
tation the beach was closed 
down for a total of more 
than seven weeks. 

Signs and steel fencing 
were quickly erected 
around the site of the 
beach to stop the public 
walking where unexploded 
bombs were washing up. 

Deputy leader of the 
council, Graham Longley, 
explained the authority 
licence the area to the area 
from the MOD and it was 
the council's decision to 
close down the beach. 

Mr Longley said: “The 
decision was about public 
safety and we have there¬ 
fore funded the closure 
from an emergency contin¬ 
gency budget.

“This was a decision that 
I supported at the time. 

“It should be remembered 
that the MOD will also have 
costs associated with the clo¬ 


sure and subsequent re¬ 
opening and we have been 
working in partnership with 
them and have developed an 
effective working relation¬ 


ship that has helped resolve 
this quickly.” 

Costings for the council 
include £10,500 for fencing 
and £504 for signs.

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Woman gets payout after ovary removed

A WOMAN was paid £5,000 after a 
Chelmsford hospital removed her 
ovary for no reason. 

The victim, in her 30s, received the 
payout from Ramsay Healthcare UK 
- based at Springfield Hospital - in 
March 2014. 

It was revealed on Tuesday, August 
19, as the Parliamentary and Health 
Service Ombudsman made reports 
on hospital errors public for the first 
time. 

The surgeon who made the error 
was never disciplined because he 


suddenly died during the complaint 
procedure. 

The report, which did not state 
when the incident occurred, said the 
woman - referred to as Mrs F - has 
been sent to a gynaecologist by her 
GP following 'a long period of 
abdominal pain'. 

It said: “The gynaecologist did not 
fully assess Mrs F and instead chose 
to operate on the basis of an incon¬ 
clusive ultrasound scan that suggest¬ 
ed there was an ovarian cyst and a 
blocked fallopian tube. 

“During the operation he removed 
the ovary and fallopian tube, despite 
there being no evidence of a cyst or 


blockage. 

“Mrs F was still in pain after the 
procedure and sought a second opin¬ 
ion. She was told by a second gynae¬ 
cologist that there had been nothing 
wrong with her ovary and it should 
not have been removed. During the 
complaint process, the hospital told 
Mrs F that the ovary was removed 
because she had insisted on it, some¬ 
thing which is denied by Mrs F.” 

The ombudsman concluded there 
had been no need to remove the 
ovary and that even if the patient had 
insisted it be removed, the surgeon 
should have refused. 

It said: “The gynaecologist was 


justified in performing an investiga¬ 
tive operation on Mrs F, but it was 
clear from photographs taken during 
the operation that the ovary was 
healthy. 

“At this point, the gynaecologist 
should have stopped the operation. 
Instead he removed a healthy organ 
with no reason. 

“There was no evidence that Mrs F 
has specifically requested the ovary's 
removal and, even if she had, there 
were no grounds for the gynaecolo¬ 
gist to remove a healthy organ at that 
time.” 

The hospital apologised to the vic¬ 
tim and paid £5,000 compensation. 


The report said: “We also recom¬ 
mended that the hospital produce an 
action plan to address the failings 
identified.” 

David Hewitt, general manager of 
Springfield Hospital, said: “The sur¬ 
geon is dead, unfortunately. He was a 
reasonably young man, but he had a 
sudden heart attack. The case was 
reviewed by some of his peers and 
they made some recommendations. 

“The apology on behalf of the hos¬ 
pital was more to do with the fact 
that the process of dealing with the 
complaint was a little slow. I think 
the ombudsman felt perhaps we 
could have tried to do more.”

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Officer convicted

AN ESSEX police officer has been con¬ 
victed of abusing his position to form 
relationships with women. 

PC Stephen Tilley, 26, of Millview 
Meadows in Rochford, pleaded guilty to 


a charge of misconduct in a public office 
at Ipswich Crown Court last week. 

He had been scheduled to stand trial at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Monday, 
August 18, but the venue was changed at 
the last minute and he entered a guilty 
plea. 

PC Tilley, who was based at Rayleigh 
police station, admitted that 
between May 1, 2012, and 
June 30, 2013, he had 'abused' 
police computer systems to 
carry out checks on 14 people. 

The court heard he had inves¬ 
tigated 11 women and three 
men without any policing pur¬ 
pose. 

Essex Police misconduct 
documents said he had 'abused 
his position to form relation¬ 
ships with a number of 


females'. 

PC Tilley was charged following an 
internal investigation by Essex Police, 
supervised by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. 

The criminal charge said he 'abused, 
for personal purposes, information pro¬ 
vided to him in a position of trust in his 
official capacity by members of the pub¬ 
lic'. 

It also said he had 'abused his authori¬ 
ty to access personal data on Essex 
Police computer systems and inspected 
such data when not necessary to do so 
for purposes of preventing or detecting 
crime'. 

A CPS spokesman said PC Tilley, cur¬ 
rently suspended from Essex Police, 
could be sentenced at Ipswich Crown 
Court on any date in the three weeks 
beginning on October 6.

Cathy, who is one of the four prime 
movers of Firebirds with Liz Gibson, and 
Allen Clark, who direct the show, plus musi¬ 
cal director Nat Thurlow, said she was 


delighted there were so many parts for 
youngsters. 

“I still teach singing in three local schools 
and have private pupils, so it has been 
great to be able to offer parts to several of 
them,” she added. 

Abbie Wood, who is 14, takes the starring 
role. She goes to Westcliff School for Girls 
and also takes drama classes. 

Theo Harris, 12, plays Colin Craven - who 
turns out to be Mary's cousin and becomes 
a good friend.

SIN CITY 2: A DAME TO KILL FOR 
(18,102 mins) 


C RIME pays handsomely in this 
visually arresting sequel to the 
2005 neo-noir anthology 
based on Frank Miller's comic 
series. 

Blessed with the same black-and- 
white aesthetic, Sin City 2: A Dame 
To Kill For is as twisted and 
depraved as its predecessor, fes¬ 
tooning every frame with corrupt 
cops, gun-toting hoodlums and 
scantily clad molls. 

Lurid splashes of colour, like a 
murderous vamp's emerald eyes or 
a working girl's tumbling copper 
curls, temporarily draw the eye away 
from the misery, degradation and 
mutilation including an eyeball being 
wrenched from its socket. 

Directors Robert Rodriguez and 
Miller linger on the darker side of 
human nature, relishing the crisp 
snap of one character's fingers as 
they are broken with pliers, or the 
exaggerated splatter of an arrow 
scything through a henchman's nog¬ 
gin. 

The film wears its 18 certificate as 
a badge of honour. 

Once again, three stories entwine 


on the godforsaken streets of Sin 
City. The ghost of police detective 
John Hartigan (Bruce Willis) haunts 
exotic dancer Nancy Callahan 
(Jessica Alba). 

She descends into booze-fuelled 
hell, desperate to put a bullet 
between the eyes of scheming 
Senator Roark (Powers Boothe). 

Nancy manipulates her protector 
Marv (Mickey Rourke) into taking 
down the politician and his goons, 
regardless of the consequences. 

Meanwhile, cocksure gambler 
Johnny (Joseph Gordon-Levitt) and 
his lucky charm Marcie (Julia 
Garner) prepare to take on Roark at 
the poker table. 

Johnny humiliates his powerful 
host and suffers horrific conse¬ 
quences. 

"I can't protect you," the chief of 
police informs Johnny. 

"Then why you a cop?" retorts the 
gambler. 

Nearby, Dwight McCarthy (Josh 
Brolin) struggles to rein in his violent 
impulses following an encounter 
with old flame Ava Lord (Eva Green). 

She begs Dwight to help her 
escape the clutches of her sadistic 
husband Damien (Marton Csokas) 
and his hulking bodyguard Manute 



(Dennis Haysbert). 

Love really hurts. 

The plan goes awry and Dwight 
turns to old flame Gail (Rosario 
Dawson) and avenging angel Miho 
(Jamie Chung) to help him evade 
the cops (Christopher Meloni, 

Jeremy Piven). 

Arriving almost a decade after the 
first chapter, Sin City 2: A Dame To 
Kill For plunges us headfirst into a 
grimy universe where a bullet to the 
head settles most arguments. 

Style pummels emotion into sub¬ 
mission and snappy dialogue from 
the comics - "I was born at night, 
but it wasn't last night" - enhance 
the feeling that characters talk at not 
to each other. 

Rodriguez and Miller direct set 
pieces including a car chase and 
sword fight at a breathless lick, 
melding heavily stylised live action 
and animation for each orgy of vio¬ 
lence. 

Green sheds her inhibitions to play 
an archetypal femme fatale with lip¬ 
smacking gusto, enforcing what we 
already knew from the first film: the 
female of the species is far deadlier 
than the male.

The 'adult' roles are taken by 
Cathy, who plays housekeeper Mrs 
Medlock, very much alive and the 
ayah, who is dead.

A S VIEWS go, there is one in 
London that is quite frankly 
breathtaking - Blood Swept 
Lands and Seas of Red. 

This art installation - a sea of pop¬ 
pies in the moat at the Tower of 
London - has become a landmark 
in its own right, be it a temporary 
one, marking 100 years since the 
first full day of Britain's involvement 
in the First World War. 

While the poppies are a stunning 
sight to see they are also thought- 
provoking as every one of them 
represent a British or colonial mili¬ 
tary fatality during the First World 
War. The first poppy, planted by the 
longest serving Tower of London 
Yeoman Warder on July 7, has 
since been followed by thousands 
more, and on August 5, the art 
installation - a symbol of remem- 
berance - was offically unveiled on 
the centenary of the first full day of 
Britain's involvement in the First 
World War. 

The number of poppies will con¬ 
tinue to grow until a staggering 
888,246 of them progressively fill 
the tower's famous moat up until 
the last is planted on Armistice Day, 
on November 11. 

Blood Swept Lands and Seas of 
Red, created by ceramic artist Paul 
Cummins, with setting by stage 


designer Tom Piper, was inspired by 
a line in the will of a Derbyshire man 
who joined up in the earliest days of 
the war and died in Flanders. 
Knowing that everyone was dead 
and he was surrounded by blood, 
the man wrote “The Blood Swept 
lands and seas of red, where 
angels fear to tread”. 

Potters at Paul's studio have been 
hand-making the pieces using tech¬ 
niques which were utilised by pot¬ 
ters during the First World War, and 
each one of the poppies will be 
sold after Remembrance Day to 
raise millions of pounds which will 
be shared equally amongst six ser¬ 
vice charities including Cobseo, 
Combat Stress, Coming Home, 

Help for Heroes, The Royal British 
Legion and SSAFA, which provides 
lifelong support to anyone who is 
currently serving or has ever served 
int he Royal Navy, British Army or 
Royal Air Force and their families. 

Alongside its sea of poppies, the 
Tower of London is also hosting a 
number of exhibitions to commem¬ 
orate the 100th anniversary of 
Britain's involvement in the First 


World War, including a collection of 
extraordinary photographs and films 
from 1914 in The Flint Tower show¬ 
ing how the tower was used in the 
recruitment, deployment and train¬ 
ing of soldiers and also became, 
once again, a place of execution. 

To mark the centenary of the First 
World War, photographs of the 
tower today and in 1914 have been 
combined to create powerful 
images of the fortress and its peo¬ 
ple then and now. 


Historical re-enactments also 
includes 'Your Country Needs You' 
in the Fortress Tower up until 
October 24, and from November 3 
to 11, when the call to arms is 
eagerly seized by some but not by 
others, and war time songs and 
tales from the western front from 
October 25 to November 2. 

Family activities also include a 
Soldier's Small Book trail, available 
from the Welcome Centre until 
November 11, through which you 


can ask questions, pick up the 
pieces and store them in a com¬ 
memorative logbook, and from 
November 6 you will also be able to 
discover the stories of 11 spies in 
The East Wall Walk, who were 
imprisoned and executed at the 
tower during the First World War.

Landlord Question 

Is PAT Testing Compulsory for rental properties? 

Think Property Answer 

Portable Appliance Tests or PATs are an electrical check carried out on 'movable' items such as kettles, 
microwaves, Ploovers, table lamps, toasters and coffee machines and many electricians will tell you they must 
be carried out before tenants move into a property. 

Legally speaking this is not true. There is no law that says PAT checks must be carried out, something the 
government recently clarified. 

What the law does state is that all electrical equipment within a rental property must be safe to use and that it’s 
the landlord’s responsibility to ensure this before tenants move in and, equally, during the tenancy too. 

Most experts, including those from the Electrical Safety Council, recommend landlords make a visual 
inspection of all the electrical appliances provided within each rented property so check cables aren’t worn or 
that plugs are damaged. It is also recommended that any new items feature the 'CE' kite mark which is the 
manufacturer's claim that it meets all European safety legislation. 

Whether you then decide to get all the items PAT checked is a matter of choice not law. But most experts 
agree that, if landlords want peace of mind, then the £50-£100 it will cost to get a qualified electrician in to 
complete PAT checks is worth it. 

A visual examination is the most important factor, but if an item were to short and then catch fire then being 
able to prove that it had been PAT checked recently (every two years for smaller items and four years for larger 
ones) would help matters. 

More importantly PAT checks may flag up potential problems before tenants move in but don’t rely on them 
alone - they, should not be completed instead of a visual check but rather as a back up.

Q. I made an initial offer on a property and 
subsequently learned that a higher offer 
had been accepted - without my having the 
opportunity to go higher myself. Is this fair? 

A. That rather depends on whether your offer 
was accepted first. If it was, then you have 
every right to feel aggrieved, and the agent concerned may have a case to 
answer. If, on the other hand, you simply submitted an initial offer which was 
never actually accepted, and someone else came along and offered more, then 
it’s obviously a somewhat different situation. In both cases, however, you 
should have been informed. 

Of course, there is another way of looking at this. If you had been given a 
second chance to make a better offer, knowing that someone else had offered 
more, then it could be argued that this would hardly be fair on the other person, 
who made their higher offer in good faith, without the benefit of any similar 
“inside knowledge.” Unless, of course, he or she was given the same chance! 
In some parts of the country, such is the demand for property at the moment 
that this is exactly what happens. Either the agent goes backwards and 
forwards between the two competing buyers until one or other drops out, or - 
more commonly - interested parties are simply asked to submit “full and final” 
offers. 

When the market returns to something approaching “normal” - by which I mean 
more of a balance between supply and demand - then I expect both these 
practices will tend to disappear. 

In the meantime, it is always worth bearing two general points in mind. Firstly, 
it is the seller’s decision which offer to accept - indeed, it is absolutely their right 
to do so - and that does not necessarily mean that they will choose the highest. 
Secondly, when it comes to buying and selling property in this country, nothing 
is legally binding on either party until contracts are exchanged. Up to that point, 
both seller and buyer are both perfectly free to change their minds at any time.

FIAT is making sure its cute little 500 stays fresh as the day it 
first appeared by adding new style, comfort and technological 
enhancements. 

A key new feature is the segment-first seven-inch digital instru¬ 
ment display which combines cutting-edge technology without 
disrupting the trademark look of the cabin. 

The layout and execution of the speedometer, rev counter and 
trip computer will be familiar, but the centre of the display can be 
configured to show various trip computer readouts, such as dis¬ 
tance travelled, instant fuel consumption and range.

THE AmDTuning.com team was 
able to celebrate a stunning break¬ 
through podium at Knockhill as the 
Dunlop MSA British Touring Car 
Championship headed to Scotland 
for the seventh event of the season. 

The West Thurrock-based team 
made the long journey north seek¬ 
ing to bounce back from a chal¬ 
lenging weekend at Snetterton ear¬ 
lier in the month, where driver 
Dave Newsham had been restricted 
to just a single point scoring finish. 

Following a successful test ses¬ 
sion at Snetterton, the team headed 
for Knockhill in optimistic mood 
although the weekend started on a 
huge low following the news on 
Friday morning that Dave's mother 
had passed away. 

Electing to race on in his home 
event, Dave qualified 16th on the 
grid at the wheel of his Ford Focus, 
with the possibility that he could 
have been higher had it not been 
for the fact that he just missed out 
starting on his final flying lap in 
the session at the chequered flag. 

A strong drive in race one saw 
Dave move through the pack to 
ninth place and, despite an issue 
with the tyre pressures on his car, 
went one place better in race two to 
secure eighth. 

That put him third on the grid for 
race three when the reverse grid 
draw took place and although he 
slipped back a place when the 
lights went out, a fine move at the 
hairpin on the third lap saw him 
move back into a podium position 
ahead of former champion Fabrizio 
Giovanardi. Fighting his way ahead 
of the BMW of Nick Foster into 
second place, 


Dave came under increasing 
pressure from championship leader 
Colin Turkington before bringing 
his car to the finish for a first podi¬ 
um finish of the year. 

“I'm absolutely delighted,” Dave 
said. 

"We've shown we have the pace 
on more than one occasion this sea¬ 
son but for various reasons, we've 
never been in a position to really 
make it pay. Here, we did that in 
the first two races and then in race 
three, I was able to make two 
strong passes to get into second 
place and then just had to hold on. 

“Getting ahead of Fabrizio early 


on was key and then when I got 
through past Nick, I knew I had to 
push as hard as I could. Colin put 
me under huge pressure towards 
the end and I knew he was coming, 
but there was no way he was going 
to get through. 

’’Team boss Shaun Hollamby 
shared in the delight as his team 
secured a first podium since join¬ 
ing the series at the start of the 
2010 campaign. “That is like a win 
for us; it tops everything that has 
come before,” he said. 

"This result stems from the work 
we did at the test at Snetterton and 
this weekend, the team has done a 


great job and Dave has been fantas¬ 
tic behind the wheel - especially in 
the circumstances. 

“His drive in race three was fault¬ 
less. He was aggressive when he 
needed to be and then drove with his 
head. To see him bring the car home 
to the finish was just brilliant. 

“This series has the highest level 
of competition in touring cars and 
for us to be fighting with a team 
like WSR for the result is a great 
achievement. I can recall watching 
Ayrton Senna winning in one of 
their cars in Formula 3, and now 
we've battled hard against them to 
secure our first podium.”
